The event which above all others is attracting 
the attention of the of Americaand En- 
gland isthe leg contest which is drawing toa 
close in the Madison Square Garden, New York. 
The pedestrian craze is intermittent. It was 
Violent when Weston provoked ridicule by his 
absurd proposition that he could walk one hun- 
dred miles in twenty-four hoars, and made a hero 
of himself by walking from Portland, Me., to Chi- 
cago. It came on again in an even more violent 
form’ when O' Leary. with his phenomenal heel 
and toe stride, advanced the theory that 
when it came to endurance the walker could beat 
the runner—a theory*which has long since gone 
glimmering.

average which a few years before was thought be- 
yond the limits of human enaurance for even a 
single day. The present match, although it 
opened tamely, bas suddenly elicited an interest 
hardly second to any in the decade, and hun- 
dreds of thousands of people watch eagerly for 
the dally papers to learn how the contest 
is going. To such extraordinary limits 
has the sclence of training been carried thata 
man who cannot cover a hundred and forty 
miles in twenty-four hours, and five hundred and 
fifty miles in six days, may as well save himself 
the trouble of entering in a national match, as he 
has no show to win. the very gener - 
al interest which is felt in the match,

BEATING THE RECORD. 
The Last Day of the Go-as-You- 
Please Walk. 


Rowell’s Effort to Close the Gap Fitz- 
gerald Had Opened—A Gambler’s 
Cut · and- Dried Affair—The Latest 
Score. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 3.—The indications this after- 
noon are that the two leading _ peaestrians in the 
walking contest will beat all previous six-day go- 
as-you-piease records. The best record up to 
date for a six-day race of 142 hours has been 600 
miles, 220 yards. This was made by G. Ha- 
zael In a match which was finished in 
New York City,. March 4th, 1882. 
On that occasion Hazael finished his 600 miles in 
141 hours, 11 minutes and 35 seconds. Rowell in 
several matches. has beaten the record, at inter- 
mediate stages. For instance, he has made 391 
miles 1,540 yards in eichty-four hours of a 142- 
hour match. After that time, Hazael has all the 
records. Fitzgerald’s best jrecord is one of eleven 
miles run lu an hour, in New York, in 1679. He 
has figured in many 6-day matches, and has à rec- 
ord of of 393 miles in 85 hours, made in 1882, 


THE ATTENDANCE LARGE.

Commissioner of Public Buildings Recommends Its 
Demolition. 


The Commissioner of Public Buildings has ad 
dressed a letter to Mr. W Scudder of the 
Council, in which be states that he has madea 
eareful examination of the Rock Springs school, 
He finds it to be a.three story building with an 
unusually elava main floor. The eastern 
wing of the b g. which was repaired last 
August, is badly cracked and growing worse. 
The stairways are insufficient for the uses of a 
school building, The hails and floors have set- 
tiled. In case of fire there would be little chanee 
for the pupils to escape. The building is poorly 
constructed and illy adapted to the uses ot a pub- 
lic school. and, as changes could not be made to 
correct the above defects, the Commissioner 
recommends that the building be demolished and 
rebuilt. He recommends also that the doors in a 
number of schools be re-hung, 80 as to swing into 
the hall, instead of into the room, as now. He 
further recommends the construction of steps or 
stairs leading from each room on the firsi floer, 
where practieable to the school 1 80 thai the 
puptis in the upper stories shall not encounter a 
crowd when descending the stairs in case of fire.

It was these conditions which 
gave such colorand effectto the faise rumor 
yesterday afternoon to the effect that Sidney Dil- 
lop, who is Gould’s executive man, had failed. 
This rumor, which was announced in the Posr- 
DisPaton, has been traced to some extent. It 
had its origin in Chicago, went thence to New 
York, aud fora brief time created aflurry in 
stocks in Wall street. 

“Wall street,” said a stock operator thie morn- 
ing, “has in it many of the brightest minds of the 
country.men whose ability is conceded as extraor- 
dinary, yet a rumor of that kind, however im- 
probable, finas credence there quicker than al- 
most anywhere else, and is accepted as a basis 
for business transactions. Now, nobody knows 
so well as the Wall street people that 
Mr. Dillon is not a speculator. 
He seldom ot néver buys stocks for speculative 
purposes, or with the idea of selling on a turn of 
the market. He is essentially an investor, and 
buys blocks of stock to hold for their dividends, 
while speculators buy with no regard for divi- 
dends, and no idea of ever collecting any.”

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THE WHISKY POOL. 


One of the Mysteries of Trade in 
the West. 

Its Object and Character — Bourbon 
Whiskies — The Cincinnati Dramatic 
Festival Association Threaten to Give 
Another Festival Next Year — Labor 
Troubles—Porkopolis Points. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
CINCINNATI, May 2.—One of the mysteries of 
trade in the West is the Western Export Associa- 
tion, commonly known as the Whisky Pool, for 
short. Neither name clearly indicates its charac- 
ter or purpose, both of which, it appears, seem to 
be very generally misunderstood. Government 
supervision over the manufacture of whisky puts 
all sneakipg work out of the question as to the 
amount ot whisky made and the mount ware- 
housed and bonded. Every kernel of grain used 
as matertal in its manufacture is closely watched 
from the time it goes into the distillery, and is 
taxed at nearly every step until it goes down the 
consumer’s throat in the form of finishea goods, 
The term whisky meansin commercial circles 
one thing when made north of 


the Ohio River, and another 
when made south of that river. The processes 
of manutacture are different and there is a greater 
difference in the uses to which the respective 
products are epplted, Wuiskles made south of 
the Ohio are Bourbens and are time-cured and 
used as a beverage either pure or mixed and for 
medieinal purposes. Nearly all the bonded ware- 
house — in the country is Bourbon whisky 
—using the fe1m “bourbon” broadly to designate 
all time-cured whiskies. Whiskies made north of 
the Ohio River are termed highwine’. and are 
seldom warehoused or putin 
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traveler, in a quarrel, struck another of bis guild.

It is 
composed of fifty highwine distillers—in fact of 
all the highwine manufacturers ia the Western 
country, and of none of the Bourbon manufactur- 
ers. By the terms of the pool all these distiilertes 
are operated as under a single management, 
which regulates the amonut of corn each one 
shall mash, and the minimum price of higuwines. 
This pool has reguiated the production and fixed 
the prices for the whole West for now nearly 
three years, The exportation of highwines nas 
diminished and other causes have reduced the 
demand for highwines im the country, notable 
among which is the great overproduction of 
„Boufbous“ which have been coming out of 
bond. This “Western” pool has re- 
duced the production the fifty 
distillers in the association from 
time to ime until they enter upon the month of 
May manutacturing only one-fifth of their govern- 
meut capacity. The association has prevented 
sient distilieries from starting up by buying their 
capacity aud paying the owners a bouuly to keep 
them idle. All assessments tor expenses, includ- 
ing payment of bounties for silent Capacity, aud 
for exportation, are, of course, added to the price 
of the product pul upon the market. This could 
only be done through the agency ofa combina- 
tion, Those in the pool have made mouey. 
Two or threé times for a day or two the pool“ 
broke. The price of highWines dropped in 
every instance. In May, 1882, When the first pool 
ended, the price of hislwines dropped nine 
or ten cents a gullon. In November oi the same 
year, when the pool was sus ended for ten days, 
Lhe prices receded alarmingly. Two weeks ago, 

Wien tue pool broke [or a day, the price dropped 
ten cents a gallon. Its operations will end on the 
first of vert month, and distilleries wiil 
shut down till next September, wheu 
most eertatuly be revived. 

NEW GOHAMBER OF COMMERCE BUILDING. 
Afew years ago the Chamber of Commerce 
purchased the post office buildings at the south- 
west corner of Fourth aud Vine streeis as a site 
for a new bultding for the chamber.

‘he St. Louis club, however, was very pow- 
erfully organized in respect of the standing 
and repute of its officers and stockholders, 
and it was, moreover, too light a factor 
in the championship attles of 
those days to be regarded with 
either fear or favor by the other members of 
the National Association. At the same 
time it gave the St. Louis people their first 
indulgence to any great extent in regularly 
overned and scheduled base-ball with a mo- 
five and an object in if. The result was an 
enormous and renumerative patronage which 
was continued for two seasons, when the 
dishonest germs in the national game began 
to demonstrate themselves with the crowing 
strength of the St. Louis Club. It is unnec- 
essary to allude to the unfortunate season 
of 1877, which toid most severely upon base- 
ball, not only in St. Louis but elsewhere. 
A GRAND EFFORT 
was made to put the game once more on a 
good footing, and one of the most powerful 
teams ever organized was secured to repre- 
sent the Mound City in 1878, Messrs. 
Chas. H. Fowle, Chas. H. Turner and other 
gentlemen interested going to lavish ex- 
enditure in order to keep the game on its 
eet in St. Louis. Unfortunately in the team 
secured were Messrs. Deviin and Hall of 
the Louisville Club, and they were most 
essential and important members, Their 
connection with certain “sell-outs,“ together 
with other members of that nine, were made 
matters of record, and if anything was re- 
quired to discovrage the movement and kill 
base-bal! in St. Louis, that was the very cir- 
cumstance. Disgusted with the whole busi- 
ness, the gentlemen who were so enterprising 
and energetic in the matter saw no hope of 
carrying the thing through and drew out. 
For several seasons the interest and love of 
the game demonstrated itself ina spasmodic, 
fitful manner, until the public began to dem-. 
onstrate an undoubted revival in its appe- 
tite for the sport, the Sunday games played 
at Cempton avenue and elsewhere 
being well D The organization.

The publication in English of a poem by 
that LoRENzo DI MEDICI who is known as 
the Magnificent” is in itself an event in 
the history of literature, and is all the more 
important when the translation bears the 
signature of EDWIN ARNOLD.

THE WKEK IN BUSINESS, 

The business record of the past week can 
hardly be called encouraging. The opening 
of spring is necessarily a busy season for the 
retail business, and this is just now a little 
more active than it otherwise would be, 
owing to the accumulation of transactions 
delayed by the backwardness of the season 
this year. But the shrinkage in stocks and 
consequent contraction in many industries 
involved therein has been emphasized by 
some notable incidents. The failures of a 
few speculators would not ordinarily call for 
mention, but in the present case they draw 
attention to the tremendous losses which 
have been incurred by the holders of rail- 
road property. Stocks are low not because 
speculators have manipulated quotations, but 
because there is a toss of value caused by a 
loss of business. ‘The railroads are generally 
slow to make public confession that business 
is bad, but the actual need of money has 
caused reductions in pay which have already 
led tu strikes, and the competition for busi- 
ness has led to a cut in rates which promises 
to undermine the artificial and dangerous 
safeguards built up by the pooling system, 
Of course there is a decrease in the demand 
for railroad equipment and supplies, and the 
protected industries of the country are suf- 
fering from causes unconnected with tariff 
uncertainty or political agitation. It is very 
fortunate that the general business of the 
country has long since settled down to a 
conservative and solvent basis, and that the 
financial machinery of the country is in per- 
fect order. Under any circumstances we are 
destined to see low prices and moderate 
profits, but with ordinary crops the produc- 
tive energy of the country may be safely re- 
lied on to tide us.over greater difficulties than 
any wich we have reason to apprehend.

HEAR, BUT EXPEL HIM. 

Mr. WILLIAM Prrr KELodd displayed a 
gorgeous bouquet on his desk in the House 
yesterday, and made a Virtue of necessity by 
demanding a hearing before the Springer 
Committee, which isinvestigating the Star 
Route prosecution. A fair report on his 
case can have but one result, the substitution 
of a notice to quit in place of that floral offer- 
ing on his desk.

The reasons 
are frequently so patent why such a course should 
be pursued with respect id persons entirely sane 
thut itis thought the creating of a presumption 
of insanity and the incarceration of persons in 
asylums should be more carefully guarded 
Walust. It appears from the condition of the 
English laws on the subject that Charles Reade’s 
powerful attack ou them did not accomplish fully 
what he intended. 

THE addition of two more recent suicides to the 
roll is vastly increasiag the strenuth of the agita- 
tion against Movte Carlo, and there are signs 
that a movement is in progress secretly to put a 
stop to the Iniquities of this gambling hell. A lo- 
cal paper sums up the cost of Monte Carlo at fifty 
suicides aud 12,000,000i, and appeals to France 
and Europe to wipe out the evil. . 


A RELIC of the Roman occupation of England has 
been discovered under the church of St. Swithin, 
Lincoln, in the shape of a stoue altar.

There is no shocking people in these days. 
Neither bereavement nor calamity, nor the 
descent of the impending swords, nor the 
recently-inflicted wound, nur the as yet un- 
cicatrized sear; vei shame, nor 
nor sin; neither the death nor the disgrace 
of thuse who bear our nameis feit to be 
worth more than & ng pang. An En- 

lish gentleman falls the dagger of an 

rish assassin, and two day’s later his chief 
surviving representatives are driving about 
as If nothing partienlar had occurred. Or 
the yonth{uil scion of an ancient house lies 
sick nigh unto death. No circumstance of 
pathos or pity is wanting. The sufferer 
unites with an illustrious name a great 
nature and high qualities. But the irony of 
fate sentences him to a painful and prema- 
ture end. One might have supposed that his 
nearest relatives would have bowed their 
heads in sorrow to the ground, and have 
asked only for a quiet corner in which to 
grieve and pray. Nothing of the kind. The 
distance maxes all the difference. Why 
should his friends In London be troubled or 
depressed with any thoughts of the dark- 
ened chamber, where there is be:ng enacted 
a scene of such woe? By a merciful dispen- 
sation of nature, a certain callousness is the 
sure mark of advancing years. Were 
it otherwise, the burden of life would be to» 
heavy to be borne. Men and women who 
have reached a certain epoch hear of the 
deaths of others, or of their calamaties, and 
scarcely fecl a passing pang. But what is 
really new and, as we cannot but think, de- 
plorable is that those who are in the full 
Hush of youth, whose puises beat with high 
and vigorous emotion, shouid be indifferent 
even to the affection of feeling upon the 
most solemn occasions. of human existence, 
Live it down” is a piece of advice that has 
often been given to persons overcome with 
some sudden trouble or shame. Those who 
have sinned grievously, but have made step- 
ping-stones of their dead selves, and risen 
to higher things on the ladder formed of 
their own vices, deserve not censure, but 
sympathy aod admiration. ‘Directly,’ 
said the elder Pitt, àa man confesses he is 
guilty he begius to be innocent.“ But no 
one in the present day talks about, thinks 
about, humiliation or penance. It is not a 
matter of living down a scandal or a crime, 
the impulse of the period is to brazen it out. 
A gentleman unfortunately writes a name 
wiuch is not hisownupou an oblong docu- 
ment. The little irregularity is discovered, 
aud the offender finds himself in the crimi- 
nal duck. He is seutenced to a term of im- 


when his name is mentioned, but his wife 
only speaks of the matter as an unfortu- 
nate incident; and when the felon is re- 
leased from boudage he greets his old ac- 
quaintances with a jaunty air and ignores 
the whole episode, 

This may seen) shocking; but the explana- 
tion is simple, Respectability was the En- 
glishman’s idol five and twenty years ago; 
success is his idol to-day. Life, which once 
Wos a dull round of drudgery and duty, is 
now regarded as a rapid gamble. It was a 
game of chess; it has become a game of 
poker or baccarat. The stakes for which 
men and women play are so heavy, the luck 
goes for so much, that it is not wonderful if 
many or most of them become deworatized, 
‘rhe interest of the occupation is absorbing. 
Those who follow it can not feel or feign an 
interest iu affairs which do not immediately 
concern them, A — hit,a brilliant coup, 
covers not ouly a multitude of sins, but, 
what is far more important, a multitude of 
failures. Every pertod, it is said, has its 
particular vices and virtues; but in the long 
run the staudard of vice and virtue probably 
does not vary much. ‘The average of human 
excellence and human frality is nearly the 
same at all epocas of the world’s history. 
Tue present period, huwever, has, it must 
be confessed, its peculiarities. It is utterly 
devoid, for .instayee, of the sense of 
shame, of decency; aud this fact exhibits it- 
self inthe manuer already ascribed. We 
differ trom our forefathers, not so much in 
being better or worse than they were, but in 
being absolutely indifferenieto our merits or 
demerits, The feeling which wrung from 
the beart of the old patriarch the agonized 
expression, “i shall gu quietly all my days,” 
is entirely unknown tous, We ai at noth- 
ing except going noisily every hour. We talk 
in loose aid hypocritical fashion of the ob- 
ligations of the moral law, but it means 
nothing. Disraeii, in one of his earliest and 
best novels, speaks of the hell of failure. 
That is the oniy tuferuo which we recognize. 
London in 1884 is not more immoral than it 
was in 1784, bu: it is a thousand times more 
cynical, a thousand timés more mammon- 
worshipping, more heedless of ethical dis- 
tine ious, more defiant of domestic ties, and. 
as à Consequeuce, more indisposed to troubie 
itself about the shame, the sulferiug, the dis- 

tace, the death of those to whuia it is bound 
by the clusest ties uf kiudred und even iuter- 
est.

He then went in- 
to the corridor, along which he ran lu a fari- 
ous manner, firing wiid!y into the bedroonis, 
the doors of which were naturally tung open 
on the vecu; auts hearing the noise ol fre- 
arms. Altogether Misdei fired fifty-seven 
shots. 

A Sergeant, on learning'what was going on, 
hurried after Misdei, Who, ‘finding hümselk 
pursued, elhinbed on tottue roof of the bar- 
racks, and fired on his pursuer, wounding 
him and also two seldiers Who haa joined in 
the chase. There was a general panic in 
the barracks. One ol the wounded soldiers, 
endeavoring to escape from the assassin, 

umped from the window, breaking his legs 
n the fall. Misdei, notwithstanding his 
frantic behavior, emed to be perſetly con- 
scious, He met a friend of nis, and seeing 
him look alarwed, sald: Don't fear; you 
are my countryman.” He seems to have 
selected his victims from among the non- 
commissioned officers, possibly from some 
grudge he had against them, for he fired 
chiefly upon corporals and sergeants, He 
said to a young soldier whom he eame across, 
“Don’t tremble: you are but a recruit.” 

Eventually the murderer was securéd, 
though not without considerable difficulty 
and danger, A Sergeant and three privates 
uudertook the perilous duty, and entered the 
room in which Misdei was. He immediate! 
turned and fired upon them as usual, wound- 
ing the sergeant. One of the soldiers, how- 
ever, crept uuperceived under the bed and 
sueceeded in seizing him by the leg and 
bringing him to the ground, after which his 
disarmament? and imprisonment followed 
quickiy. His trenzy continued unabated, 
aud all the night through he emitted furious 
cries, exhibiting no siaus of compunction.

WHERE DID LIFE BEGIN? 


Another Theory That the Frigid Zones 
First Became Habitable. 


Regarding the earth, then, as at onetime 
an intensely hot globe, totally destitute of 
organic life, one of the principal and indis- 

nsable conditions of rendering it habita- 

ie for plants and animals evidently would 
be theradiation into space ofits excessive 
and destructive heat. The accomplishment 
of this, with the train of concurrent effects 
which would follow, or, at least, ever have 
followed the gradual reduction of tempera- 
ature, is all that would be necessary to ren- 
der theearth a suitable place for the main- 
tenance of vegetable and animal life. At any 
rate, this is precisely what has taken place 
since the commencement of the azoic age, 
and is still taking place on parts of the 
earth’s — to-day, visible and obvious to 
any observer. 

Our inquiry, therefore, is reduced to this 
question: What part or parts of the earth's 
surface first became sufficiently cooled by 
radiation to be habitable by plants and 
animals? 

A supposed case may help us In reaching a 
correct answer to this question. Let us as- 
sume, then, that the earth, at the time it was 
a molten mass, had been, and was, revolving 
in an orbit so near the sun that the amount 
of heat it would have been receiving from 
the sun would have just equali the 
amount of heat it was losing by radiation. 
Under these conditions it would have cooled 
as the sun cooled—neither faster nor slower. 
This helps- us to understand that the heat 
received by the earth from the sun is, and 
ever has been, an offset, so far as it goes. to 
the heat lost from the earth by radiation. 
A statement of the loss of heat from the 
earth during anv definite time may be form- 
ulated in this way: From the heat lost by 
the earth by radiation during a given period 
subtract the heat received by the earth from 
tue sun es 9 Moe same period, and the re- 
mainder will be the earth’s net or actual loss 
of heat. Sidereal heat received by the earth 
being infinitesimal in comparison, is not here 
taken into calculation. But, were it more 
considerable, it would not be important in 
this connection, for it falls upon all parts of 
the earth about equally. 

It is evident, from the present condition of 
the earth’s surface, that at the time it was a 
molten mass, and for a long time thereafter, 
it radiated heat into space more rapidly than 
it received heat fromthe sun; but neverthe- 
less the heat of the sun is, and always has 
been, offsetting the loss of heat from the 
earth by radiation to the full extent of the 
heat which theearth has been receiving 
from the sun during the time. 

But this sun-heat, this offset to radiation, 
has not been received by all parts of the 
earth equally. The equatorial belt, or torrid 
zone, has always received the most per 
square foot, or in proportion to its area. The 
two intermediate or temperate zones have 
received the next largest amount per square 
foot, orin proportion to their area; while 
the polar or frigid zones have received the 
least per square foot, or in proportion to 
their area. Ifthe amountof sun-heat re- 
ceived at the equator be rated at 1,000, then, 
upon the same basis, the average of sun-ueat 
throughout the torrid zone should be rated 
at 975, the average sun-heat throughout 
the temperate zones at 757, and the 
average sun hegt throughout the frigid zones 
at 454, or less tian one-half that of the tor- 
rid, and less than two-thirds that of the 
temperate zones. We speak here, and shall 
hereafter, of the geographfcal zones of the 
earth for the sake of convenience. 

The greatest amount of heat received from 
the sun and offsetting radiation from the 
earth, other things being equal, is, of course, 
as we have seen, at the equator, and less 
and less every degree north and south of 
this line to the poles. If, then, the frigid 
zones have been during all this time receiv- 
ing the least heat from the sun—the least off- 
set to their own loss of heat by radiation— 
does it not follow that they were the first 
parts of the earth sufficiently cooled to main- 
tain vegetabie and animal life? The infer- 
ence seemed inevitable.—(G. H. Scribner in 
Popular Science Monthly for May.

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THE NAVEL OF THE GARTH, 


Au American at the Shrineof the Greeks 
Now a Village in a Chasm. 
Patvas Letter in the Brooklyn Eagle. 


We have just returned to Patvas from a 
pilgrimage to Delphi and Parnassus. We 
went by steamer to Scaha Salono and thence, 
guided+by a Greek named Epaminondas, we 
rode on 2 to Delphi. On the way we 
crossed ‘the Crissian Chryso, old Homer’s 
“divine, conspicuous, vine-bearing Crissa,”’ 
now gone, save in fragments of marbie, 
from the face of the earth. At sunset we 
arrived at Delphi, Homer’s rocky Pytho. 
The modern village of Castri is on a steep, 
sloping ground, at the foot of a towering 
wall of rock. Mauy of the Cyclopean 
foundations of the old city may still be seen, 
raised one above another, and Delphia in 
the days of its power must have appeared, 
from the vale below, rising in marble grand- 
eur, terrace above terrace, adorn with 
temples and graced with thousands of 
statues. 

The physical conformation of the hills and 
rocks about Delphi is most remarkable. The 
perpendicular wall behind the  vil- 
lage presents an almost semi- 
circular concavity, like the 
cavea of a theater, and appears, from certain 

oints of view, separated only by a narrow 

nterval from the rocky front of Mcunt 
＋ . on the other side of the deep valley 
of the Pleistus; this extraordinary conform- 
ation, especially as we saw it from the tops 
ef the Phaedriades, gives the circuit of 
rocks the appearance of a vast craggy amphi- 
theater narrowing down, deep down, till it 
seems almost bottomless, Deiphi itself seem- 
N high up on the siope immediate- 
ly below us where we stood. I think it mast 
have been these peculiar physical features 
that gave to Delphi the name of the navel 
of the earth, thoughjsome,I know, apply the 
epithet merely to the circular or elliptical 
stone in the shrine of Apollo. It was Pin- 
dar, in the Pythian Odes—odes probabiy 
chanted on the sacred spot itself—who first 

ave it this title, and he, with tne truthful 

sight of a poet, named it weil. 

Returning from our asceatof Parnassus 
the next day what a view we had from one 
of the twin peaks of the stupendous amphi- 
theater of rocks narrowing down and down 
till it seemed like the opening of a gigantic 
shaft, reaching to the very center of the 
earth, with the village of Delphi immediate- 
ly beneath us in the vortex.

A CALIFORNIA WELL 


That Supplies Good Drinking Water 
and Good Fuel at the Same Time. 
From the San Francisco Bulletin. 


Cutler Salmon of French Camp. not far 
from Stockton, Cal., sank a well witha 
seven-inch tube to a depth of about 840 feet, 
and struck acopious stream of excellent 
water. Desiring to learn whether he could 
increase the flow by going deeper, and fear- 
ing that should hecontinue the well the 
same size, he might injure the quatity of the 
upper strata of water, Mr. Salmon hit on the 
plan of sinking a four-inch tube inside the 
seven-inch one, and thus making what might 
be called the experimental! well four inches 
in diameter. This inner one he bored to a 
depth of 1,250 feet, and then came to water 
again. This lower stream came tothe sur- 
face, and, indeed, rose in a tube twenty-two 
feet above the ground. The last water found 
was unfit for drinking, and but for an ace 
dental discovery of its wonderful properties 
might have been considered a nuisance. It 
was found that there was a large amount of 
gas in this water from the lower depth. This 
came bubbling to the surface, making one 
think of a gigantic soda fountain. 

Some one suggested the ideaof seeing if 
the gas would burn. A coal oll can was put 
over the top of thecan, and, having a few 
holes punched init, an improvised gas-fixt- 
ure was at hand, Only a match was required 
to complete the preparations 
was lighted and applied to a hole in the 
can, and the flames shot up three or four 
feet into the alr and burned steadily. The 
gas would burn. Mr. Salmon had fire and 
water coming out of the same hole in the 
ground. The tube of the outer well, that 
which was only 849 feet deep and furnisbed 
the good water for all domestic uses and for 
stock, etc., was led off in pipes to the house 
and other localities. A curbing was built 
around the twin welisin sucha way that it 
formed a reservoir for the waterfrom the 
1,250-foot level, and that portion from above 
which was not conveyed away in the pipes. 
All through this water in the reservoir came 
bubbling up the gas. generated somehow 
somewhere down below. When Mr. Sal- 
mon neu went to Stockton he had a 
gasometer made with a stop-cock in the to 
and this he took home and fastened over his 
wells. The bottom was beneath the surface 
of the waterin the reservoir, and the gas 
speedily filled the bell-shaped receiver. The 
next thing was to attach a gas-pipe and con- 
nect his home-made gas machine with the 
house. 

He put a pipe perforated with small holes 
across his large open flreplace, turned on the 
gas, applled a match, and the problem of 
cheap fuel was instantly sowed. After that 
gas pipe was put intothe fire-box of the 
kitchen stove, and now the meais are pre- 
pared with the new fuel. Mr. Salmon 
also used the gas for illuminating, but it 
does not seem to entirely fill the bill, al- 
though it is a great improvement on a tallow 
dip. It has been suggested that, as this gas 
seems to be almost pure hydrogen, it might 
be carburetied and ita illuminating quality 
improved. The gas throws off a great 
amount of heat, and, without doubt, such a 
well would supply a large numberof fam 
lies with the means of warming their houses 
and preparing their food. e

Nearly $1,000,000 have been spent in 
the vicinity boring for gas, but Welisburg 
alone has n successful, having now three 
wells in operation, lighting and heating the 
town, melting iron and glass and * 
superseding all other fuels. This last well 
will be piped to Wheeling and supply the 
numerous milla, furnace and glass houses 
here. 

A fabulous price for the well has been 
offe from Pittsburg and refusea. The 
town and surrounding country are wiid with 
enthusiasm.

She drives out dailv, when 
the weather is pleasant, and is usually ac- 
companied by two or three dogs,

ENGLISH SCANDALS. 


Frequent Appearances of the Aristoc- 
racy in the Divorce Courts. 
From the London Times. 


Very rarely do the proceedings chronicled 
in our reports of the divorce court call for 
comment. They bear on the face their moral 
or lesson, such as it is; and he that runs may 
read it. But the frequency with which of 
late names of high social repute have been 
mentioned in that cours is too significant to 
be wholiy overiooked. When the divorce 
court was first established, about a quarter 
of a century ago, there Was much specula- 
tion as to the class which, for the most part, 
would seek relief for its domestic miseries at 
the hands of Sir Cresswell Cresswell. It was 
said by people who assume that poverty is 
gee gp with all the virtues that the bulk 
of the petitioners and respondents would 
come from the wealthier classes. Events did 
not bear out this theory. Our reports of that 
court have systematicaily chronicled the pro- 
fessions or status of the persons who resorted 
vo it. For a considerable time, undoubted- 
ly, a large majority of those whose domestic 
affairs come before it belonged to the lower 
middie class. Things have, however, 
changed. It is impossible to be oblivious of 
the frequency with which illustrious names 
have recently been referred to in that tri- 
bunal. Mempers of three or four ducal fam- 
lies have, within a very short period, brought 
their domestic affairs before it. This circum- 
stancé does not pass unnoted or without effect 
in these democratie days. The middle classes 
have hitherto regarded the court over which 
Sir James Hannen resides asa place which 
those who have real grievances would shrink 
from resorting to; and they will be sure to 
form a harsh, perhaps unfair, judgment if 
they see, time after time, great names of the 
English aristocracy mentioned in the reports 
of that court. The scandals in high life“ 
which strike all eyes are, Weall know, ex- 
ceptions. But they attract so much atten- 
tion that this is lost sight of; and the matri- 
monial broils and difficulties of 
a member of anillustrious family affect his 
classin no insignificant degree. No true 
friend to our institutions will think lightly 
of these considerations. Cynicism as to 
them would be fatal in the long run to any 
order, however powerful. Nothing certain- 
ly would sap more swiftiy the authority and 
influence of the English aristocracy and all 
connected with it than the notion that its 
tone of morality had lowered. It is pecu- 
liarly incumbent upon those who boast no- 
bility of birth to bear steadily in mind and 
act in accordance with the maxim, “‘nuoblesse 
oblige.”” Englishmen are far from purists in 
judging of the manners and life of their aris- 
tocracy. They condone much, and generally 
censure mildly what they cannot wholly coa- 
done. What they cannot tolerate is the 
sight of names which they have been accus- 
tomed to regard with respect surrounded 
with low and contaminating associations.

A DUELING RACE, 


The Fighting Record of an Old asd 
Prominent Marylaad Family. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 

Dr. Robert Wright, whose death at Cen- 
terville Md., in his 87th year, was announced 
yesterday, was the son of Solomon Wrigh 
who was a Judge of the Maryland Court o 
— — from 1778 to 1801, and the grandson 
0 lomon Wright, who was a distinguished 
and represented Queen Anne nty 
in the Provincial Assembly as far back as 
1700-11. One of Dr. Wright’s uncles was 
Robert Wright, for whom he was nam 
one of the most successful politicians tha 
the Eastern Shore has ever 1 1 0 
was successively a member of the House of 
Delegates, the State Senate, the United 
States House of Represeutatives and the 
United States Senate. In 1806 he was eleo 
Governor of Maryland, and at the time of 
his death, in 1827, was a Judge in the ju- 
dicial circuit comprising his native county. 
Dr. Wright was a geutiewan of varied infor- 
mation and a mine of interesting reminis- 
cences about men and affairs in his sectio 
of the State. Justa year ago he wrote an 
published an interesting sketch of his 
family. In this he stated that some of the 
Wrignts had a marked proprensity for duel- 
ing, and narrated the tollowing anecdotes 
concerning those of his relatives who be- 
came involved in affairs of honor: 

“Gov. Kobert Wright fougut a duel with 
Gen. Lioyd, the former being shot in the 
wrist, which ended the matter. Robert, sou 
of the Governor, fought with Alexander 
Stuart, and was shot in the shoulder, Gus- 
tavus fought with Benjamin Nicholson. 
They both expected to be killed, and it is 
marvelous how they escaped deainh, as each 
had two shots and were only stationed six to 
eight feet apart. At the first shot Nicholson 
was shot in the hand, and at the second In 
the side. The wound being considered mor- 
tal ended the matter. Nicholson, as brave a 
man as ever lived, recovered, and was aide 
to Gen. Z. Pike, and, with Pike and his 
whole command, was blown up and killed at 
Little York, now called Toronto, Canada, in 
the war oi 1812. Mr. Wright also had a duel 
with Capt. Watson, whom he killed. Ciio- 
ton had a duel with Lieut. Jarman; they 
had two shots. Atthe second shot Wright 
was wounded in the arm. He afterward 
fought a duel with Maj. Hook. Wright 
was shot down at the first shot, and, 
being unable to stand, pro ‘wo 
Hoqk te lie side by side and take an- 
other shot. To this both Hook and his sec- 
ond objected, and very properly, but said if 
they could make Mr. Wright stand they 
would give him another exchange of shots. 
Wright put his band in his pocket, and, 
drawing out an old bandanna handkerchief, 
gave it to his second, telling him to 8 it 
under his arms and draw him up to the limb 
of a small tree close by, This being done, 
tbey had another exchange of shots, when 
Hook received what was sup to be a 
mortal wound, but both he and Wright re- 
covered. Heury R. Pratt (who married one 
of the Wrights) had a duel with Wiiliam El- 
bert. He shot a bunch of keys out of El- 
bert’s pantaloon pocket, aud both being 
thereby satisfied, kissed and made up. They 

fterwards became and continued fast | 
riends. Another one of the family was on 
the eve of a duel with Cadet I. 2 of 
Philadelphia, but a timely apology from 
Lindsay puta stop to lt. By way of show- 
ing that the Wrights were not quite so blood- 
thirsty as some have endeavored to make 
thein out, I will say that lu every instance 
I believe, the Wrights were the challenged 
parties.”

EMMA BICKEL’S ACQUITTAL 


The Woman Who Murdered the Man 
That Deceived Her. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, PA., May 3— Emma Bickel, a 
beautiful woman of B, who shot and killea Wm. J. 
Meuow, the man who betrayed and ill-used her, 
Was, as announced in these dispatches of yester- 
day, acquitted of murder. The trial, which has 
lasted three days, has attracted very wide atten- 
tion. No milder looking murderess than the ac- 
cused has ever been in the dock of a Criminal 
Court, She hasachildish face, graceful figure, 
and, while on trial, has maintained the 
gentiest and most womanly demeanor. She 


has invariably been eg grt ap by her mother. 
At the opening of the trial the accused quailed 
under the harsh language of the indictment. Her 
face crimsoned and she hid it in her handkerchief 
when the prosecutor gave, in measured terms, 
the commouwealth’s estimate of the character of 
the accused. He described her as a vain, cdld- 
hearted woman, who thought as little of ruining 
as of going to Ivo with one who was not her bus- 
band, This charge was not supported by the 
evidence, He described the killing, and 
told how the murderess took a seat in the win- 
dow of her house, which she knew her lover 
would pass; how she Waited twenty minutes for 
hia commg. and then threw open the sbntters 
and shot him through the heart.

Arrival of the Men Who Were 
Kidnaped to Cuba. 


Working Naked Under a Broiling Sun, 
Sixteen Ho urs a Day- Details of Cru- 
elty Almost Unheard of --How the Men 
Were Duped--An Investigation Begun. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 3.—The steamer Cien- 
fuegos brought to this port yes- 
terday ten of the eleven men who were re- 
cehtly induced to go to Cuba under the supposi- 
tion that they were going to work on a farm near 
this city. The party went to Castle Garden, 
where their sworn statements were taken, which 
latter were placed in the hands of 


Majors Marshall and McDermott, who, with the 
ald of the Commissioners of Emi igration, will thor- 
oughly investigate the case, The men are all 
meek-looking, with sallow complexions, which 
they declare is the result of laboring in a much 
warmer climate than they have becn accustomed 
to. The names of the men are Carl Malski, Johan 
Walwik, Leopold Knappa, Gabriel Wysocki, Mat- 
theas Zakowski, Leon Zabowiiz,Joseph Zablezyk, 
Ludwig Lugazik, Welenty Gruszkus and Andreas 
Kozen. The affidavits agree in every particular. 
Only two of them knew each other before 
they were placed on board the steamer 
bound for Cuba. yet they all swear that they 
were picked up near the Battery on different oc- 
casions by a man whom they only Know as Au- 
gust, who is „ at Zander & Meyers’ em- 
ployment office, No. 16 Greenwich street. Atthis 
latter place they were questioned as to their ages, 
weight, prospects, and ability to work. A con- 
tract was read to each, which stated that $10 per 
month in American gold and board was to be 
their pay for the first month, after which they 
were to receive more. They agreed to to 
WORK FOR THIS SUM 
a certain number of years. They an declare 
that they were informed that the farm upon 
which they were to be employed was within three 
hours of the city by rail, but it would take a day 
to reach there by steamer, * which route they 
were to go, was cheaper. 
Each having signed a * contract, they 
were on December 6 last placed on board the 
steamer Santiago, and did not Know where they 
were bound until the third day out from this port, 
when Maiski, becoming uneasy, inquired their 
destiny ot a sailor, aud was tuformed that they 
were going to Cienfuegos, Cuba. 
Malski told his companions, Who demanded of 
the man in whose charge they were and whose 
name they do not Know, that they be returned 
to New York. Their demand was refused and a 
day later they were landed at Cientuegos. From 
there they traveled into the interior by rail and 
water for over twelve hours, when taey reached a 
sugar and tobacco plantation called “Yngo Leg- 
neritio Rodas,’ owned by a Mr. Goytesolo, That 
niche they slept ja low, wooden huts, without any 
beds or bedding, and on the igllowing morning 
were set to work at4o’clock. They labored until 
8 o’clock that evening, with a half-hour respite 
for meals three times. Their efforts to get an ex- 
planation from their overseer were useless. ‘There 
were but few white men on the plantation, but 
over 800 negroes were employed, with whom they 
labored. heir 
FOOD WAS VERY POOR, 
consisting during the four months tney were kept 
there of coffee, rice, potatoes, cod-fish, and a poor 
uality of meat once or twice a week. On the 
Arat Sunday after their arrival Malski refused to 
work that day, and his companions foliowed 
his lead. he overseer called in 
company of Spanish soldiers who put Maiski's 
feet in the stocks, where he was kept aprisoner 
all day. His companions were beaten until they 
agreed to work. Malski finally promised to work 
and was released toward evening. Soon atter he 
was taken sick with fever and was brutally beaten 
for being unable to work. The majority of his 
companious were also taken sick with fever, 
caused by working in the open fields under the 
broiling sun, to which they were not used. They 
learned that the other white laborers on 
the plantation received $35 per month, but their 
contracts were produced whben they spoke Ot the 
matter. Their hours of labor were otten longer 
than from 4a. m. to 8 p. m., but never less. On 
one or two occasions after the first Sunaay when 
they refused to work on the Sabbath, their over- 
seer threatened to have them shot if they diso- 
beyed his oraers. Their sleeping apartments 
were

called “sturvels,” ana each man had a canvas 
cot, Few clothes were furnished them as they 
preferred to work with as little ap- 
yarel upon their persons as possible. 

ate in March last the attention of the United 
States Consul at Cienfuegos was directed to their 
case through the Commissioners of Emieration 
here, who bad received intelligence of the con- 
dition of the men from an American in Cuba, and 
the men were released by Goytesolo 
early last month, They were paid for 
their labor in Spanish money, but 
were obliged to pay $25 apiece for their passage 
here. Since they left the plantation they have 
been obliged to spend the little money they had 
for food ana other necessities so that they arrived 
here absolutely penniless.
